Tremendous Increase in 


Butter Production. 


The Dairy Commissioner, at first an* 


oual 
convention -of 
Saskatchewan 


Dairymen's association, reviewed pro- 
gress of 1915 which shows a great in- 
crease In the butter production of the 
co-operative creameries amounting to 
1,500,000 Ibs. He also said the im- 
provement in quality is shown by the 
preference 
accorded 
Saskatchewan 


butter in outside markets. Shipments 
out of the province for the year to- 
taled 52 carloads. 


According to bulletin just issued by 


the Manitoba department of agricul- 
ture, the dairy industry had a very 
successful year in 1915. 
There was an 


increase of over 1,000,000 Ibs. of cream- 
ery butter produced, as against the 
previous year, about 260,000 Ibs. in- 
crease in dairy butter and over 25,000 
Ibs. increase in the cheese output. The 
increase of the total value of milk and 
milk products was over $427,000. The 
production of dairy butter for Mani- 
toba during tlie year was 4,150,444 Ibs. 
and it brought an average price of 23c 
per Ib.; of creamery butter '5,S"9.GG7 
Ihs. wore produced which commanded 
29c per Ib. on the average; cheese pro- 
duction was 726,725 Ibs. which sold at 
an average price of 15c—the total 
value of these three products is given 
as $2,760,698, in addition to which the 
milk produced is valued at $1-25,059 
and the cream at $158,827, the average 
price of the milk being reckoned at 
2.1c per Ib. and of sweet cream at 32c 
per Ib. butter-fat. 
In connection with 


the dairy industry it is interesting to 
note that almost the most important 
fodder crop now Is corn, of which the 
1915 production amounted to 190,132 
tons. 
The biggest cultivated fodder 


crop is timothy which for last season 
produced 193,357 tons and the next 
most popular crop was broine grass 
with 45,815 tons; of alfalfa nnd clover 
there were produced some 38,000 tons. 
The nurnbei of cattle in the province 
Is given as G31.005, which is an in- 
crease of 130,000 over the previous 
year. 


The fact that the Red Deer, Alberta, 


cheese factory is handling four time;:? 
as much milk this season as last win- 
ter shows the growing improvement in 
the dairy industry. On Feb. 14, it was 
announced 
the 
factory 
had 
just 


shipped two tons of cheese for Calgary 
market. 


Cardston, Alberta, creamery in 1915 


paid its patrons a rate of 27%c per 
Ib. for butter fat and had a profit re- 
maining over all expenses of $5,584. 
The creamery during season distrib- 
uted among farmers ?G1,117 and manu- 
factured 256,000 Ibs. butter and 13,000 
Ibs. cheese. Average price realized for 
butter was 28*4 cents.

duced 2.525,000 Ibs. butter, an increase 
of 400,000 Ibs. over the previous year.

Words Cannot Be Mastered. 


URGES ORTHOGRAPHY STUDY.

"The fact is that, while there may be 


now ami then a person who cannot 
spell 1'iMuuse of some mental defect, in 
the great ruajority of such cases per- 
sons holding the belief that they can 
never learn to spell are mistaken re- 
jrardiiif: their own powers. 
As la ev- 


ery other tield of endeavor, the one 
who st:trts out feeling to a certainty 
that he is going to fall is in a fair 
way to have his expectations realized. 


"It seems to the writer that it is 


time for t-onie one t<> cume to the de- 
fense of the poor old English language 
which, while it Is not perfect by any 
means, is still not so perfectly awfui 
and terrifyiiu as many writers would 
have us believe.

Burgess Geo. S. Hummer hap in posses- 


sion a remarkable collection of Confederate 
bonds and notes, which are all worth see- 
ing. The collection is in admirable con- 
dition, and the Burgess is proud of the 
lot. These are some of the spoils got by 
the Federal soldiers after the fall of Rich- 
mond, and were given by Capt. Solomon 
Myers of York, to his cousin, Burgess 
Hummer. There is one bond for $500 
and one bond for $100 at 8 per cent, inter- 
est, issued under act of February 20, 1863, 
and payable July 1, 1868. Each bond has 
coupons to pay the semi-annual interest 
for 5 years, after which the time for re- 
demption of the bond could be extended 
for a term not to exceed thirty years 
from date of issue, as the treasurer of the 
Confederate States of America saw fit. 
One bond act of March 23, '63, and pay- 
able April 1, 1893, at 4 per cent. This 
bond also has coupons to pay interest for 
5 years. If the bond was not then paid 
another bond was to be issued for the same 
amount antl same interest for the remain- 
der of the 30 years. One 4 per cent, reg- 
istered bond—value left blank—act of 
Feb. 17, 1864, and redeemable July 1, 
1884, interest payable semi-annually. 


Two $1,000 bonds and one $500 non- 


taxable certificates issued under act of 
February 17, 1864, at 6 per cent, interest 
payable semi-annually and redeemable 
two years after the ratification of peace 
with the U. S. 


One $1,000 demand note, act of Febru- 


ary 17, 1864, at 4 per cent, payable annu- 
ally. None of these bonds are signed 


Also a receipt by the treasurer of the 


Confederate State of America to the icgis- 
tcr of the treasury of the C. S. A. for 
bonds Nos 24901 to 25300 dated at Rich- 
mond, Va., April 6, 1863. Amount $32,- 
000.

DISCOVERED TUNGSTON MINE. 
F. W. Kothler, a native of Adams 


county, a eon of tbe late Frank Koehler, 
the widely known auctioneer of Abbotts 
town, has made one of the rnoet remarka- 
ble tunijeton discoveries in San Juan coun- 
ty. Colorado, since the tungsten excite- 
ment began in that district. Some years 
ago, Mr. Koehler had considerable work 
performed on the fiiemarch lode claim, 
near Gladstone, in the heart of the Ce 
ment Creek fields, prospecting for gold 
and silver. In its progress the workmen 
opened what at first was thought to bean 
extremely strong vein of callcite heavily 
cVystalized. On his return from Salt Lake 
a short time ago, Mr. Koehler noted a 
close resemblance between those crystals 
and those of the common grado of huber 
nite in the veins of that section and con 
clnded to have a test made to satisfy his 
cuiiosity. This was done just as soon as 
soon as it was possible for him to reach 
the mine and secure a sufficient quantity 
of ore. The result was that "tungsten" 
in the form of scheelite and exceedingly 
rich. Tbe vein was quite well opened in 
the former working, but Mr. Koehler in- 
tends pushing developments ahead ju&t 
as soon as it is possible to do so, There 
now seems to be no donbt but that he hae 
brought to light another great tungsten 
mine.

Myers was on his way to Hanover when 


the accident occurred, and because of the 
fact that the view of the trolley track is 
obstructed at this point by a corn field on 
one side and a house on the other, he 
claims he was running about 12 miles per 
hour. When he saw the car approaching, 
he. applied his brake., skidding onto the 
tracks, when the trolley struck the ma- 
chine back of the front wheel. Mr. My- 
ers claims he thot the way was clear, not 
realizing that a car would bear down on 
the crossing so speedily. The motorman 
jammed on his brakes, but the machine 
was pushed 45 feet before itvwas shoved 
from the track.

Of Dread Disease. 


Cruel Fate, in the form of thnt dread 


disease, Infantile Paralysis, brought sick- 
nees and death to the family of Mr. and 
Mrs. J. Elsworth Byer, of Philadelphia, 
just as they were about to come to New 
Oxford for their annual two wevks' visit 
at the home of Mr. Kyer's parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. Alox. Byer, of Lincoln Way, 
East. Every preparation for the visit here 
had been made, when (he health officials 
quarantined Stillman street, an:l they weie 
confined to their home,putting their three 
children in contact with the disease in that 
area. All three children were taken down 
with the paralysis, which resulted fatally 
to Lucy, aged 9. Bertha, aged 8, and 
Howard, aged 3, have recovered, accord- 
ing to a report received by the grandpa- 
rents. 


First, little Bertha had a slight touch of 


the paralysis, then little Howard. The 
boy was very sick, but he is now out of 
danger. When the little fellow became so 
ill, the attending physician allowed the 
girls to be taken to the hoineof their grand- 
mother, Mrs. H. Vaders, in the city; but 
the health officer commanded Mr. Byer to 


i bring them back to his home. And for 
the second time, Cruel Fatt intervened 
and placed little Lucy in direct contact 
with the disease. She was taken sick on 
Monday morning, and died on Tuesday 
evening, being conscious till she died, with 
three doctors in attendance at the end. 
The house is under quarantine, and burial 
had to be made witlvia 36 hours, nobody 
being allowed to see the girl 


Had the Byers' been allowed to come to 


New Oxford, the child might be alive; and 
then, again, the disease might have been 
spread to this town, but for the quaran- 
tine. A voice of sympathy is raised by 
the many friends in this place to the grief- 
stricken parents in Philadelpia. 


Brass Cannon For Square. 
Theodore Pfeiffer Camp No. 60, Sons of
